REPORT OF SELECTMEN. 


At the close of the fiscal year we face the standing 
of the town. We wish to call the attention of the tax 
~ payers to some facts, particularly some expenditures that 
have seemed necessary the past year. 

We realize each year there are matters that occur 
unexpectedly necessitating extra expense which the se- 
lectmen have to meet. We make no apologies but would 
like for you to consider those of the past year with un- 
prejudiced eye. 

In the first place it seemed necessary to widen the 
road just beyond H. A. and J. J. Rice’s barn at a cost of 
$100.00, next the narrow street by E. O. Ingalls’ at a cost 
of $91.15. 

Then the drowning case in the east part of the town 
claimed our attention and we expended $150.00. To 
those disposed to criticise we would in all sincerity ask 
you to take the matter right home. Again in the fall 
we were called to expend quite a little in trying to as- 
certain the cause of the fires in the north-east part of 
the town. This was done in compliance with the law 
and in justice to some of our most thriving citizens liv- 
ing in that part of the town, and though we failed to se- 
cure the incendiary we feel we did our duty. | 

A bill was presented for legal advise of $114.82, most 
of it contracted in 1894. We were surprised to have 
two notes for $100.00 each dated several years back,

brought to our notice, which were not recorded on the 
note book. Interest and all amounts to $221.50, which 
we are not at all responsible for. 

Our abatements may seem large but the heaviest is 
that of the Electric Light tax which was by vote of the 
town. That of G. P. Gove’s was caused by the change 
of $1000.00 from taxable to untaxable property. Some 
small abatements will be noticed. Owing to the extreme 
hard season and the request of the parties it seemed 
best to make them. 

The giving way of the bank wall on Water Street 
seemed to the Selectmen to necessitate the purchase of 
the house at the end of the bridge in order that when 
the wall be rebuilt the road can be set over nearly the 
width of it which will not require nearly as high a wall. 
As the old wall has given way twice in seven years it 
seemed expensive to continue it. 

The place was purchased at a cost of $400.00, and 
the house sold for $50.00. It was the intention to re- 
move immediately and fill the excavation but snow com- 
ing on prevented. 

We would call your attention to increase of town 
business. In looking back but afew years we find the 
orders drawn have more than doubled. 

It will be seen that we have exceeded our receipts 
$402.91, but the $221.00 of notes found and $350.00 for 
house at end of the bridge more than offset it, and our 
town debt on the whole is reduced $1,279.41.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In presenting our annual report we believe the work 
done in our schools has been fully up to the average of 
former years. All division schools have had 29 weeks 
each the past year. Mrs. Belle Peaslee instructs the few 
scholars in No. 2, as last year, at her home. In No. 6 
Mrs. Alice Kilburn taught the Spring term at her home, 
but as we expected the numbers were to be increased in 
the Fall it was decided to open the school house, Mrs. 
Kilburn being engaged to teach there and so continued 
through the Winter term. The schools in Divisions 5, 
10 and 12, were taught by recent graduates of our high 
school. Although it being their first experience as 
teachers we believe they acquitted themselves with sat- 
isfaction to all. 

It is a question whether future boards will deem it 
advisable to continue and give these smaller schools 
with from three to seven pupils the same number of 
weeks schogling as those having a much larger number 
at nearly the same expense. 

During the year six schools have been maintained where 
the average attendance has not exceeded 38 pupils and 
the average expense of teachers per pupil was 18 cents 
a day, while the five teachers in the High School build- 
ing have had in charge an average of 125 pupils at an 
expense per pupil of 84 cents a day. It cannot reason- 
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ably be expected the scholars will take the same inter- 
est nor make so good progress in a small school as in 
one where the numbers are larger. This question “what 
are we to do with the small schools” is the most difficult © 
we have to do with at the present time and if all who 

are interested would look at it in a business man- 

ner, leaving all personal feelings and prejudice aside 

we think some method might be settled upon whereby 

these smaller districts could be united. 

We regret that a few of the parents are inclined 
to allow their children to remain out of 
school on the most trivial excuse. This is not as 
it should be and we urgently hope that all parents will 
in the future have sufficient pride in the intellectual 
wellfare of their children to see to it that they do not 
deprive themselves of the advantages afforded. 

The third annual teacher’s examination was held at 
the High School July 23 at which only six were present 
making it necessary to hold the second for those who: 
were unable to be present at the first. 

There has been some change made in the High School 
building the past year both in teachers and the arrange- 
ment of classes and study. 

Miss L. A. Wilkins began her work in the primary de- 
partment will the Fall term. She has shown by her 
work thus far that she is thoroughly educated in it and 
her methods of training are certainly equal to any of 
the best schools in the state. To some it may seem that 
no special training or great amount of work is required 
in this department but we believe it to be one of very 
great importance forupon the foundation depends the 
stability of the structure. 

The grammar school continues under the instruction 
of Miss. Alma Poore who has shown, by her excellent 
work in the past, her ability asa teacher. 


The school board were very fortunate to secure for 
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another year a man so thoroughly adapted to the posi- 
tion of principal as Prof. O. OC. Evans, A. M., who has 
done much to advance the standing of our high school. 
Lena B. Merrick and M. Evelyn Sharpe were contin- 
ued as assistants and results have shown no lack of abil- 
ity in any branches of work assigned them. The pre- 
vious year Miss Sharpe devoted about half her time to 
work in the primary department, the remainder being 
taken up by the high school. This year classes have 
been arranged and graded beginning in the primary, 
moving one class forward to the grammar and the most 
advanced to the high school room. Having now three 
grades in each the primary and grammar so that any 
schoolars entering other than the Fall term should be 
qualified to enter existing classes. By these changes 
Miss Sharpe’s entire time is taken in the high school. 
The high school statistics and roll of honor are given 
for the year ending June, 97, as it is still in session. 
By request Prof. Evans has given us a short report on 


the work of the high school which is herewith sub- 
mitted.

School Board of Henniker, Messrs :— 


In general terms I am sure the work is satisfactory and 
that very suhstantial advancement has been made. 

This is as it should be. Unless our schools are pro- 
eressing year by year, something is wrong, needing im- 
mediate attention. Your teachers have been working 
on a revision of the course of study to be submitted to 
you. This has taken time to reach a point where we 
could intelligently recommend. 

The placing of all your schools in one building has 
made it possible to note and observe somewhat carefully, 
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so that each teacher can learn just what is necessary to 
make the whole continuous and a steady advance from 
the beginning of the primary until the close of the high 
school course. The work is now approaching that con- 
dition. 

The last two years in the high school have witnessed 
many changes. 

The sophomore class have finished the four books of 

“Caeser’s Gallic Wars” a term or more ahead of the as- 
signed time, thus giving usa chance to add “Ovid” to 
our course. 
_ Our classes in the various ancient classics will do this 
year all the work required in these lines for-our New 
England colleges. This means an addition in Virgil of 
23%. 

We have also added to our mathematical work con- 
crete geometry. - We are also making English and 
American literature continuous throughout the course. 
We were glad to do this and already the results justify 
our course. College requirements now demand a course 
in literature. German is now a part of our course. 

Our course of study needs some radical changes. Sev- » 
eral studies which properly belong to college work 
should be dropped and more attention paid to subjects 
which now receive passing notice or no attention. 

I would say that on the whole I have found the work 
very pleasant, my associates congenial and the advance- 
ment satisfactory. In conclusion I desire to thank the 
committee for their kindness and helpfulness, also the 
citizens for their universal courtesy.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 
For the Year 1897. 


In accordance with an act of the legislature of 1897, 
every town in this state has a board of health consisting 
of three members, appointed by the selectmen for the 
term of three years, the term of one member expiring 
each year. 

The powers and responsibilities of health officers and 
boards of health have been increased from year to year, 
and it is now their duty to know and report to the state 
authorities all facts relating to the public health, and 
also to require that all conditions in their respective 
towns shall be kept favorable to the general health, so 
far as a watchful care and direction can do this. 

The undersigned have to congratulate themselves and 
the town that their labors for the past year have been so 
light. The number of deaths was sixteen, or about 11.6 
per 1,000 inhabitants, which is a very low rate compared 
with other places. 

There has been but one case of contagious disease, 
which however was fatal. In this case the premises 
were promptly placarded and disinfected according to 
approved methods, and there was no further appearance 
of the disease. This was the first case of diphtheria 
occurring in town for eight years, and the fact that there 
has been no case of typhoid fever in many years speaks 
well for our general sanitary conditions. 

Last spring the selectmen provided a public dump 
remote from the village for the reception of all waste, 
and made arrangements for the destruction of all perish- 
able matter deposited there. The board of health, 
through the local papers, requested the public to use 
this dump for the deposit of all offal or other matter in- 
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jurious to the public health, and it is hoped that here- 
after our beautiful river and its banks may be free from 
pollution. \ 

For some years our state board of health has been very 
active in acquiring and,disseminating knowledge of san- 
itation throughout the state, and through its influence - 
has been formed the New Hampshire Association of 
Boards of Health. The second article of its constitution 
is as follows: “The objects of this association shall be 
the advancement of sanitary science in the state of New 
Hampshire, the promotion of better organization and 
co-operation in the local boards of health, the uniform 
enforcement of sanitary laws and regulations.” The 
call for the second meeting of the association says,— 
“The meetings of this association are intended to be a 
school of instruction to health officers.” 

The two meetings of this association held during the 
year have been attended by members of your board, who 
have found them instructive and helpful in the work for 
which this board exists.
